Further AX'eather Report*. 
Los Angeles, December 8th.—Rain com­ 
menced falling here at 3 a . 
m . 
There is n 
fresh southeast wind, and the prospects are 
favorable for a continuation of the storm. 
Los A ngeles, December 8th.—Thirty- 
seven hundredths of an inch of rain fell 
this morning.

The sky to-day is partially over­ 
cast and the wind is moderating, 
P lacerville, December 8th.—Saturday 
night the wind was blowing from the north­ 
east, and by midnight had assumed the 
proportions of a miniature hurricane, blow­ 
ing down fences, tearing oil shingles, roll­ 
ing up tin roofs and swaying the tall steeple 
of the Episcopal Church suHiib ntlv to 
cause the hell to tap several times. All the 
dust is blown from the roads ami numbers 
of trees have been prostrated. 
It is still 
blowing hard,and from present indications 
we will have rain very soon. The water 
has been turned out of the Ml Dorado Com­ 
pany’s ditch, to prevent freezing, causing 
the several mines to shut down, probably 
for several weeks. 


G r a ss Vai l e y , December Sth.—A heavy 
and cold wind lias been blowing from the 
north for the past two days.

G r a s s V a l l e y , December 8th.—An acci­ 
dent occurred in the Emi ire mine at this 
place Saturday night, in which James F. 
Tierney lost his )ife. The particulars of 
the accident tire about as follows, as near as 
can be learned : Tierney, after preparing 
a hole for a blast, had gone to the mouth of 
the No. 11 drift, where the giant powder 
caps and other supplies are left, to get some 
powder. The last seen of him lie was 
standing with a giant powder cartridge in 
lii.s hand. It is supposed that while fitting 
the cap to the fuse some gravel was en­ 
countered in the cap, which caused the ex­ 
plosion. Fortunately there were no others 
near Tierney at the time, but some men 
who were a little distance from him were 
knocked senseless by the concussion. As 
soon as the smoke had cleared away suffi­ 
ciently to allow an entrance to be made, 
men entered and found Tierney lying on 
the bottom of the drift. He was mangled 
fearfully. 
One arm was almost severed 
from the hotly, his skull was crushed in bv 
pieces of rock, and his clothing, from the 
waist up, was completely torn off. An­ 
other ugly wound in the abdomen gave 
exit for a portion of his bowels. 
When 
¡ found lie was alive, but only lived till he 
was taken to tho surface. 
How he was 
not literally blown to pieees is a mystery, 
as all the timbers around him were blown 
to splinters. Tierney lived here with his 
parents, lie being the eldest of a large fam­ 
ily of children. He was raised here, and 
was 25 years of age. 
He was a steady man, 
well liked by all. His funeral, which took 
place to-day, was largely attended.

A L etter Purporting to H ave B een W rit­ 
ten by J o .tti o f Foaam tii. 
In the extreme north and west ot Eng­ 
land superstition perhu| - w ie ld , the strong­ 
est sway over the inhabitants, anti a very 
notable instance of the manner in which 
the credulity of the tempi rate, virtuous 
and hospitable Cornish peasants was some 
years ago played upon by some artful ras­ 
cals has recently come under my notice, 
writes a London corresjiondent to the San 
Francisco Chronicle. 
Hanging in the place 
of honor in t he l>esi room of many hun­ 
dred cottages in Cornwall is a most remark­ 
able document, which professes to be a 
copy of a letter written by Jesus C hrist. 
The broad sheet is so curious that i hava 
taken the trouble to have it copied. 
It La 
illustrated and begins thus : 
“ Copy of a 
letter written by Our 
Blessed Savior Jesus Christ, and found 
eighteen miles from Iiunium, sixty-three 
years after Our Blessed Savior’s crucifix­ 
ion. Transmitted from the holy city hv a 
converted Jew. Faithfully translated from 
the original ropy now in possession of I.ady 
Cuba’s family in Mesopotamia. The letter 
was written by Jesus Christ and found 
under a great stone, round and large, at 
the foot of the cross. 
Fpon the stone was 
graven, ‘ Blessed is he that shall turn me 
over.’

Y'ou shall finish 
your labor every Saturday in the after­ 
noon by 6 o'clock, at which hour tho pre­ 
parations for the Sabbath begin.

you to fast five Fridays in every year, be­ 
ginning with Good Friday, and continuing 
the four Fridays immediately following, 
in memory of the five wounds which I re­ 
ceived for all mankind. 
You shall dili­ 
gently and peaceably labor in your respect­ 
ive callings, wherein it lias pleased God to 
call you. 
You shall loveone another with 
brotherly love, and cause them that ar« 
baptized to come to church and receive the 
blessed and Iloly Sacrament of the Lord’» 
Supper, and he made members of the 
church in so doing. 
I will g iv ey u a long 
life and many blessings, and your land 
shall flourish and your cattle bring forth 
in abundance, and I will give unto you,

unto 
man 
and 
woman, 
blessings and comforts in the greatest 
tem ptations; 
and he

send hardness of

given to the poor shall not be unprofitable. 
Remember to keep holy the Sabbath day, 
for the seventh day I have taken to rest 
myself, and he that hath a copy of this, 
my letter, written with my own hand and 
spoken with my own mouth, and keepcth 
it without publishing it to others, shall 
not prosper, blit he tljat publishcth it to 
others shall lie blessed of me, and, though 
his sins lie in number as the stars in th« 
skv, and he believes in this, lie shall b« 
pardoned, and if he believes not in this 
writing and this commandment, 1 will send 
my own plague* upon him and consuma 
both him and his cattle. And whosoever 
shall have a copy of this letter, written 
with my own hand, and keep it in their 
houses, nothing shall hurt them, neither 
lightning, pestilence nor thunder shall do 
them any hurt.

The sting of thin "precious document lie» 
in its tail, and ii is very evident that tho 
glib-tongued rascals who sold th is rubbish 
to the poor, ignorant Cornish folk found 
plenty of ready victims, notwithstanding 
the fact that the presumed Divine author 
of the letter promised his special blessing 
to any one who should buy a copy of it, 
which savoreth much more of the wily 
methods of the peripatetic vender of re­ 
ligious lore tlir.n of the son of Mary and 
Joseph.

D e f e c tiv e E a r s .—The results of cer­ 
tain inquiries which have been made con­ 
cerning the statistics of ear diseases have 
been made known by Dr. Buskner, a Ger­ 
man physician, and may he staled briefly 
as follows: Every third person in middle 
life does not hear so well with one ear as 
with the other. 
In an examination of 
5,905 school children it was found that ‘23 
per cent, presented symptoms of actual 
disease of tiie ears, while 32 per cen t 
showed a diminution of hearing power. 
The liability- to disease of the ear increase» 
from birth to the fortieth year, and then 
decreases to old age. 
Men are more sub­ 
ject to ear affections than women, in tho 
proportion of three to two. 
Tho external 
ear is affected in 25 per cent, of the total 
cases, the middle ear iii 67 per cent., and 
the inner ear in 8 per cent. 
The left ear 
is more frequently affected than the right, 
in the proportion of five to four. 
Acute 
affections of the middle ear oecur less fre­ 
quently in summer and autumn than in 
spring and winter, and a little mere than 
half of the eases treated are cured.

Whoever has squandered sufficient of 
his time in reading the San Francisco 
Chronicle of recent dates, must have been 
amused at the frantic efforts of small-sized 
journalistic tyros to fill out the 6eat of 
ability vacated on that journal by death a 
few weeks ago. A t the time we took occa­ 
sion to say that a trenchant blade had 
l>een eternally sheathed, but* forbore to ex­ 
press the rising conviction that the small 
bores he left behind on that sheet would 
disclose their caliber by a feeble attempt to 
imitate his artillery practice. It is clearly 
evident that the Chronicle is Wing run 
after a pattern that would lie rejected by 
the Squat 
Ham llugle or the I’inhook 
Tocsin, and ii being drenched with edi­ 
torial hogwash that would disgrace the 
Btingbown Starter.

handed justice to all interests. On the 
heels of such a situation these self-same 
Republicans are intrusted with the legisla­ 
tive administration by the people, and yet 
the decaying Chronicle, no longer restrained 
from the results of inherent folly and un­ 
paralleled stupidity, commits itself to 
to print with the illogical statement that 
the people did not know what they were 
doing, since no other conclusion is to bo 
drawn from its stupid attempt to explain 
away a perfect syllogism. 


A MEASURE TO FACILITATE STEALING. 


A proposition is tobe brought liefore the 
legislature to have the laws of this State 
so amended as to abolish the taking of 
bonds to secure the State, or its counties or 
cities, against loss by reason of the defalca­ 
tion of officials or their deputies. It is to 
be regretted that any time of a legislative 
session that should be brief, is to be con­ 
sumed over the inevitable debate the pro­ 
position will cause. The idea appears to 
be to rush to the extreme of “ no bonds,” 
simply because we have failed in the past 
to hold some bondsmen to the letter and 
spirit of their contracts as sureties. Of 
course, it is not to be denied that there is 
a laxity of vigor in enforcing bond penal­ 
ties, but what good is to be attained by 
going over to the radical doctrine of 
no bonds ? So long as political parties are 
managed and controlled as they now are, 
the people will not be assured of officials 
of higher integrity than such as they now 
choose. 
They must select between the 
nominees of parties controlled by a few 
men, who very seldom consider any other 
than their own interests. 
It is urged 
that if we abandon the bond system, voters 
will seat only men they can certainly t rust. 
We do not understand how that conclusion 
is arrived at, or what there is in our polit­ 
ical system or in human nature to give any 
warrant for it. 
The same idea of “ no 
lionds ” has time and again been advanced. 
It is by no means new, nor is it an indica­ 
tion of merit that it lives to he revived after 
every large defalcation, and to die out in 
the interim between acts of malfeasance in 
in office. 
To say that the people, if lionds 
arc abandoned, will elect only men of the 
loftiest integrity, is to declare that they 
now elect to office wholly regardless of that 
qualification, and simply because the offi­ 
cial will give security for his honesty. 
Neither the 
one 
nor the 
other is 
true. 
The 
people 
elect 
neither 
wholly 
regardless 
of 
the 
honesty 
of the candidate, nor with entire indiffer­ 
ence to character, or trusting wholly to 
the bond of security; but the very proposi­ 
tion to abandon bonds is a charge that the 
people are now indifferent to the election 
of rogues, which is not a whole truth. But 
in any view, the argument in favor of “ no 
bonds ” is little more than speculation as to 
what may result from a mere experiment. 
Bonds arc given for other reasons than to 
insure the honesty of the official. 
In case 
of his death or insanity, they protect the 
community against his heirs with whom 
the people hail not to deal in the election. 
An official whom the people might be jier- 
fectly willing to trust without surety, may, 
nevertheless, lose liis reason and he placed 
by other physical misfortune at the mercy 
of heirs and of subordinates. 
He may 
meet with sudden death, and his official 
matters lie manipulated for a time by those 
irresponsible to the people. 
But if the 
1'eojde would all trust in the official as 
an honest man, they must still delegate to 
him the choosing of deputies and employes, 
and it Is the act of one such that has re­ 
vived the old “ no bond” proposition. 
Against the acts of deputiesof his choosing 
the official should secure the people. 
More 
especially ¡3 this true in our State, where 
not only tha civil service reform system 
does not prevail, hut where, as in many 
other States, the deputyships in office are 
largely portioned out by political mana­ 
gers, and to which distribution the candi­ 
date for office is driven to consent, or else 
encounter opposition that is practically a 
synonym for defeat. So long as men lend 
money ujion indorsed paper, and advance 
values because of sureties given, so long 
will governments of the people insist upon 
security from the officeholder. 
The whole 
scheme will K'ar the interpretation of 
«•ing urged in the interest of the class who 
desire to manipulate [Kilitics in order to 
secure olli. ■ without liability for or se­ 
curity against stealing.

SENATE. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 8tli.—When the 
Chair laid before the Senate the naval ap­ 
propriation bill, recently passed by the 
House, Hale explained that it was the 
mere renewal for the coming half-year of 
the lump appropriation made last year and 
moved to refer it to the new Conference 
Committee on the regular appropriation bill, 
which was in conference at the closing of 
the last session, especially as that bill con­ 
tained an important section relating to new 
ships. 
Mitchell read a letter from General Grant 
relating to the bill recently introduced to 
give him a pension. General Grant ex­ 
presses the hope that the bill be with­ 
drawn, asunder 110 circumstances could he 
accept a pension, even if the bill passed 
both houses and received the approval of 
the President. M iuhell stated that he had 
introduced the hill because be was Chair­ 
man of the Committee on Pensions, and 
the President had recommended a pension 
for General Grant. 
He (Mitchell) bad al­ 
ways felt that General Grant ought to be 
placed where he was when, to accept the 
Presidency, he had laid down the great 
office he had won in war. 
In deference to General Grant’s wishes, 
Mitchell withdrew the bill. 
A message being received from 
the 
House, announcing the 11011-concurrence of 
that body in the Senate amendments to the 
bill forfeiting the unearned lands granted 
the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad, the Sen­ 
ate insisted 011 its amendments, and or­ 
dered a Committee of Conference. 
The Chair appointed as such committee, 
Morgan, Blair and Plumb. 
After an executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed.

W a s h in g t o n , 
December 
8th.—Keifer, 
from the Committee on Appropriations, re­ 
ported the Military Academy appropria­ 
tion bill. Referred. 
The Speaker laid before the House a let­ 
ter from the Postmaster-General asking an 
appropriation of $100,000 for the railroad 
postal car service for the remainder of the 
fiscal year. Referred. 
Rills were introduced and referred : 
By Townshend, proposing a constiju- 
tional amendment providing that treaties 
shall be made by and with the consent of 
the House as well as the Senate.

The Speaker said that under the rules the 
bill should be referred to the Committee 011 
Coinage, Weights and Measures. 
Buckner asked that it be referred to the 
Committee on Banking and Currency. 
The bill was relferred as indicated by the 
Speaker. 
By Robinson of New York—For restor­ 
ing the inaugural ceremonies to Jefferson­ 
ian Republican simplicity. 
By Cox of New York—A resolution re­ 
questing the opinion of the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral as to whether the provisions of the 
eight-hour law applies to letter-carriers. 
The House resumed consideration of the 
interstate commerce bill. 
Findlay advocated the bill of the com­ 
mittee, especially the section providing for 
a commission. 
O'Neill of Pennsylvania said the rail­ 
road companies desired proper legislation, 
and bad sought it in the State Legislatures. 
Various Srates bad laws regulating railroad 
transportation, and he did not sec why 
Congress should seek to bring into the 
hands of the national Government the con­ 
trol of these Corporations. He favored a 
commission only for the purpose of obtain­ 
ing informs 
:i. 
Warner oi Ohio maintained that the 
time had come when the general Govern­ 
ment should assume the regulation of 
interstate traffic on railroads. An unrea­ 
sonable preference to certain shippers, and 
unjust discrimination against others, was 
the most crying evil perpetrated by railroad 
companies, and steps should be taken to 
eradicate that evil. 
Rockwell and Rice opposed the Reagan 
substitute. 
Pending further discussion, the matter 
went over. 
The .Senate joint resolution was passed, 
extending until the first Monday in Janu­ 
ary the time within which the joint com­ 
mittee appointed to inquire into the con­ 
duct of the Coast and Geodetic Surveys, 
Signal Office, etc., may report.

W a s h in g t o n , 
December 
8th.—Justice 
Harlan gave the decision of the Supreme 
Court to-day in the case of Chow Hong vs. 
the United States, an appeal from the Cir­ 
cuit Court of California. 
The ^decision 
establishes the 'construction of the Chinese 
Act and Acts supplemental thereto. Chow 
Hong was a resident of California at the 
time the treaty of 1880 was made between 
the United States and China. He left prior 
to the passage of the Act of 1882, and re­ 
turned after the passage of the Act of 1884. 
lie bad no certificate of permission to land, 
was refused and returned to China. Justice 
Harlan said the Court would be slow to be­ 
lieve that Congress intended legislation in 
contravention to treaty stipulation. The 
question was whether the plaintiff' had any 
rights when lie left the country. He re­ 
viewed the treaty relations with China 
from 1858 down to the present time. The 
provisions of the treaty of 1S80 provided 
that 
the 
limitation 
or 
suspension 
of 
immigration 
should 
be 
reason­ 
able . and 
not 
prohibitory. 
Labor­ 
ers 
in 
this 
country 
at 
the 
time 
of the ratification of the treaty were ex­ 
pressly given the right to go and come at 
their pleasure. Chow Hong left the United 
States in June, 1881, and under the treaty 
had the right to go and return at his pleas­ 
ure. In reviewing the question whether 
Congress intended by the Act of 1882 to cut 
off Chinese laborers in the country at the 
date of the treaty, Judge Harlan analyzed 
the Act of 1882, and gave as the opinion of 
the Court that Congress did not intend to 
disturb rights guaranteed by the treaty. 
Under it Chinese laborers who were in the 
United States when the treaty was made 
could go and return at their pleasure. The 
Court also holds that Congress, in the pro­ 
viding of a certifícate, intends that docu­ 
ment to confirm the treaty guarantees, and 
tiiat the amended certificate issued under 
the Act of 1884 could not abrogate and 
supersede certificates issued under the Act 
of 1882. 
Justice Field gave an elaborate dissenting 
opinion, using practically the same argu­ 
ments as he employed in his opinion deliv­ 
ered before the Circuit Court. 
S e n a to r M ille r 011 th e S u p re m e C o u rt’s 
D ecisio n in th e C h in ese C ase.

In conversation with your 
correspondent he said: “ If our Judges are 
rigiii in the examination of all cases that 
come before them for the admission of Chi­ 
nese under the decision rendered by the 
Court to-day, I do not think great damage 
will result. One object of the Restriction 
Act was, of course, to keep out of the coun­ 
try the Chinese who left it after the treaty 
was ratified, anil before the suspension of 
1882 was adopted. I suppose the only rem­ 
edy now would be to pass a hill positively 
prohibiting the innnigrd®hn of any Chinese 
laborers who were not provided with certifi­ 
cates.” 
“ Do you think such a bill could be 
passed?” asked your correspondent. 
“ 1 don’t know,” answered the Senator; 
“ the Court to-day held that Congress in­ 
tended in its legislation to conform to the 
treaty that lal>orers who were in this coun­ 
try at the time of making the treaty could 
go and come at their pleasure. 
If the 
Judges will carefully sift the evidence in 
every ease presented, and be satisfied as to 
the character of the witnesses, as well as to 
the plausibility of their statements, but lit­ 
tle real damage will result from the de­ 
cision.”

W a s h in g t o n , December 8th.—The Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury has issued the follow­ 
ing circular to customs officers relating to 
Chinese coming to the United States ; 
To prom ote uniform ity in the adm ission of 
Chinese perrons of th e exem pt class. Act of July 
5, 1964, the following rules are prescribed: 
First—Chinese persons, other th an laborers, 
w ho now or m ay hereafter desire to depart from 
and return to the United States, m ay do so on 
production of a certificate corresponding to that 
required by Section 6. Act of Julv 5, 4880, to be 
issued by "a ch ín ete consular officer stationed 
w ithin the U nited States. Certificates issued un­ 
der the Act of May 6. 18S2, and decision 6,240, 
before the passage of said Act of 1884, are to lie 
regarded a« having the same effect as it said Act 
of 1SS4 had not been passed. 
Second -C hinese subjects, not laborers, desir­ 
ing to come to the United States from countries 
other than China, m ay do so on the production 
o f a certificate corresponding to th at required 
by Section 6, Act of May, 1884. issued by a Chi­ 
nese diplom atic or consular officer, if there bo 
one at the port of departure, countersigned by 
the United States consular officer; or, if there 
bo no such Chinese officer stationed at such 
mrt. on a like certificate to be issued by a 
jnited States consular officer. 
T hird—The regulations contained in decision 


6.544, dated January 23,18S3, relative to the tran ­ 
sit ot Chinese laborers through th e territory of 
th e U nited States, w ill be applied to all Chinese 
persons intending to go in transit through the 
U nited States. 
F ourth—Chinese persons w ho m ay be com ­ 
pelled to touch at ports of the United States, in 
tran sit to foreign countries, m av be perm itted to 
lan d under th e regulation of "January 23, 1S83 
(Section 5,544), so far as the sam e m ay be appli­ 
cable; such persons to take passage by the next 
vessel leaving for th eir destination.

In Paris the sentiment against the 
wasteful and foolish Chinese war is fierce 
among the workingmen, and the cry against 
the tax 011 bread comes at a moment when 
the public only needs such a cry to carry it 
away into violence. Should Paris escape 
the threatened bloodshed during the next 
few weeks the surprise will be as great as 
the relief.

experiments of Dr. Carl L. Jensen show 
that the bile acids are produced in the 
stomach by the action of pepsin upon 
albuminous food. 
This discovery is of 
much interest and importance. 
It seems, 
then, that the liver is an excreting organ 
pure and sim ple; 
that the • bile aeids, 
formerly supposed to lie manufactured by 
the liver, are manufactured iu the above­ 
mentioned way, absorbed into the blood, 
and separated therefrom by the liver. It is 
very plain that excess of albuminous foods 
may overload the liver with bile elements. 
The kidneys must come to the rescue when 
the liver fails to excrete these elements. 
That there should be pathological relations 
then between the liver and kidneys is not 
strange.—[Medical World. 


N e w O i l R e g io n .—The country around 
Webster, Ohio, twenty miles south of Bel- 
lairc, on the Bellaire, Zanesville and Cin­ 
cinnati Railroad, says the American Engi­ 
neer, is in a feverish excitement over the 
discovery of oil in large quantities.

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In terest on City Bonds. 
In the case of Meyer vs. Porter, pending 
in the Superior Court of Sacramento 
county, a petition of intervention was filed 
by Samuel Davis, in which he claims that 
the coupons from the city bonds should be 
paid in accordance with the order of ma­ 
turity, regardless of the time of presenta­ 
tion ’ for payment. Of course he holds 
coupons which matured prior to part or 
all of those held by Meyers, and hence his 
petition to establish by order of Court the 
payment in accordance with priority of 
maturing. 
The attorneys for Meyers claim that 
there is no law establishing any order of 
payment; that and coupon that is due is 
payable whenever there is money in the 
Treasury and any holder of matured 
coupons presents "the same for payment. 
They further state that they presented 
coupons belonging to Meyers for payment, 
when there was money in the Treasury not 
appropriated to the payment of other coup­ 
ons. and belonging to this fund ; that the 
Treasurer refused to pay. and thereupon 
they brought suit for a writ of mandamus 
to compel payment. By this action they 
claim that a priority of right to application 
of funds in the Treasury, for payment of 
Meyers’ coupons, was acquired. 
Another petition of intervention was also 
filed iu the same case, a few days since, by 
Judge W. H. Beattv, as attorney for the 
City Funded Debt Commission, claiming a 
priority of right to payment of coupons in 
the hands of the Commission, upon the 
same grounds set up by Davis. 
The Commission holds coupons which 
have matured at all dates, and will gain 
some advantage in favor of the city, if the 
right to payment in accordance with order 
of dates at which they matured is estab­ 
lished. 
Davis now holds coupons amounting in 
face value to $127,000. He is trying to es­ 
tablish, in one of his cases, that these cou- 
Eons bear interest from date of maturity. If 
e should succeed in this, it would add 
about $40,000 to the coupons owned by 
him.The attorneys for Meyer demurred to the 
petitions of intervention filed by Davis and 
the Funded Debt Commission, which de­ 
murrer has been argued and submitted, and 
a decision is expected within a few days. 
Yesterday J. N. Porter, City Treasurer, 
was granted leave to tile an amendment to 
his answer, in which he set forth the 
amount of money that he would probably 
have under certain circumstances, with 
which to pay coupons, and requested that 
the Court decide in what order he should 
make payment. Judge McFarland took the 
matter under advisement.

The J. I. Case Plow Company, of Racine, 
Wis., executed an assignment yesterday for 
the benefit of its creditors. 
The Cobden Club recently ordered printed 
a million copies of leaflets' and pamphlets 
on the subject of free trade. 
The issue of silver dollars for the week 
ended December 6th was 526,996; corre­ 
sponding period last year, 521,498. 
The total emigration from the British 
Isles to the United States during November 
was 7,499. The figures for November, 1883, 
were 7,927. 
Thomas Power O'Connor, M. P., who so 
strenuously objected to the motion to ad­ 
journ Parliament Saturday, has received 
many congratulations. 
The Liberal associations and electoral 
agents in England continue to protest 
against the divisions of the boroughs into 
sections, under the new redistribution bill. 
The disease now existing in West Vir­ 
ginia, eastern Kentucky and Tennessee is 
more deadly than cholera. Some reports 
say the deaths have been 1,500 in a popula­ 
tion of 22,000. 
The President lias appointed O. O. 
Stealys W. G. Nichols and W. W. Burn- 
hans' a committee to examine the com­ 
pleted portion of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad in California. 
President Arthur has notified the man­ 
agers of the New Orleans Exposition that 
it will be impossible for him to leave W ash­ 
ington on the 16th, but hopes to be able to 
visit New Orleans during January. 
Dispatches continue to be received from 
all quarters of strikes, lockouts, shutdowns 
and reductions of wages in the various 
mills and manufactories.

A delegation of the Woman’s Suffrage 
party called upon Sir John A. MacDonald, 
Prime Minister of Canada, in New York 
yesterday morning, thanked him for incor­ 
porating' woman suffrage in the pending 
Canadian franchise bill, and tendered him 
a public reception. 
The large grain elevator of Amour, Dale 
A Co., on Sixteenth street, Chicago, par­ 
tially collapsed yesterday morning, per­ 
mitting 50,000 bushels of wheat to escape, 
but which was rapidly secured and stored 
in an adjoining warehouse. The total loss 
will not exceed $10,000. 
The nomination of Hugh MeCulloch to 
to be Secretary of the Treasury was for­ 
mally reported from the Senate Committee 
on Finance yesterday, hut Senator Itiddle- 
berger objected to its present consideration, 
ami under the rules it went over to the 
next executive session.
